March  6?  1973  -  Nottingham,  N.H. 

ARTICLE  1.  The  election  of  officers  took  place  in  the 
Town  Hall  March  6,  1973.  The  polls  opened  at  10:00  A.M. 
with  moderator  John  T.  Fernald,  Sr.  presiding.

Tne  Polls  closed  at  6:30  P.M. 

Articles  2-23  were  voted  on  at  the  Fire  Station  Saturday, 
March  10,  1973.  Polls  opened  at  2  P.M. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
neccessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  to  make  appropriations  for  same. 

The  items  of  the  Budget  were  fully  discussed  and  ex- 
plained. 

The  Treasurer's  Salary  was  increased  to  $300.00. 

Chairman  of  Board  of  Selectmen  was  increased  to  $600.00. 
other  Selectmen  to  $500.00.  The  salary  of  the  Tax  Collector 
was  discussed   and  it  was   concluded   there  was   an   om- 


mission  in  the  minutes  of  the  March  1972  Town  Meeting 
that  failed  to  state  the  Tax  Collectors  Salary  was  increased 
to  $1,000.00. 

Donald  Perkins  moved  the  sum  of  $73,438.12  be  raised 
to  defray  Town  Charges  and  $75,917.35  be  appropriated  for 
same.  (This  includes  $2979.12  Duncan  Fund.)  Seconded 
and  passed. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  designate 
Poor  Farm  Road  from  Ledge  Farm  Road  to  Epping  Road 
as  a  scenic,  under  the  Provisions  of  R.S.A.  253:17  &  18,  for 
the  purpose  of  protecting  and  enhancing  the  scenic  beauty 
of  Nottingham  and  further,  that  the  Selectmen  of  said 
Nottingham  shall,  regarding  such  road  or  roads  designated 
as  scenic,  file  the  appropriate  request  for  suspension  of 
specifications  when  making  application  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  and  Highways  for  Town  Road  funds 
under  R.S.A.  241:7  (1).  Moved,  seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
Ledge  Farm  Road  from  Nottingham  Square  (Route  156) 
to  the  Epping  line  as  scenic  under  the  provisions  of  R.S.A. 
253:17  &  18,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  enhancing 
the  scenic  beauty  of  Nottingham  and  further,  that  the 
Selectmen  of  said  Nottingham  shall,  regarding  such  road 
or  roads  designated  as  scenic,  file  the  appropriate  request 
for  suspension  of  specifications  when  making  application 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  for 
Town  Road  Aid  and  Funds  under  RSA  241:7  (1). 

Mr.  S.  Bosworth  moved  the  Article  be  accepted  as  read. 
Seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  tar  and  sealcoat  roads. 
Moved,  seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  6.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  ap- 
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propriate  the  sum  of  $980.50,  the  State  to  contribute  the 
sum  of  $6,536.67  for  Town  Road  Aid. 

Mr.  Donald  Perkins  moved  the  article  be  ammended  to 
read  "The  sum  of  $980.50  be  raised  for  T.R.A.  and  that 
$7,517.17  be  appropriated  for  same.  (Includes  State  con- 
tribution $6,536.67)  Amended  article  seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  S860.00  to  maintain  the  Town  Beach 
at  Drownes  Dam. 

There  was  much  discussion  concerning  Town  Beach  and 
Article  resumed  in  Article  23.  Article  moved,  seconded  and 
passed. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,064.00  in  support  of  Rural  District 
Health  Council  Inc.  Visiting  Nurses  Assoc. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Fred  York  article  be  accepted  as  read. 
Seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200.00  to  be  used  as  a  contribution  for 
the  Raymond  Ambulance  Assoc. 

Moved  by  Mary  Louise  Fernald  Article  be  accepted  as 
read.  Seconded  and  passed. 

/ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  invest 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  in  a  special  Fund  to  be 
used  in  accordance  with  applicable  guide  lines,  specific 
appropriations  to  be  made  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

Mr.  Donald  Perkins  moved  article  be  accepted  as  read. 
Seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  11.  Shall  the  Town  of  Nottingham  spend  the 
funds   received   thru   the   Federal   Revenue   Sharing   pro- 


gram  (State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972)  in 
the  amount  of  $1,000.00  to  replace  the  Town  Memorial 
Honor  Roll. 

Many  questions  were  asked  concerning  the  monument 
re.  the  material,  etc.  This  was  explained  to  be  of  some 
kind  of  stone  and  on  a  foundation.  The  article  was  amended 
by  Mr.  Peter  Witham  to  read  "increased  to  $1,500.00  and 
to  be  for  all  'vets  of  all  Wars'  ".  Amended  article  was 
moved,  seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  12.  Shall  the  Town  of  Nottingham  spend 
the  funds  received  thru  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 
Program  (State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972) 
in  the  amount  of  $17,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  having 
a  Tax  map  made  of  the  Town. 

Mr.  Wolfram  inquired  as  to  "just  what  is  a  Tax  Map?" 
This  was  answered  and  explained  fully  by  Mr.  Peter 
Witham.  Mr.  Rourke  amended  article  to  read  "Selectmen 
appoint  a  committee  to  work  on  planning  Tax  Map."  Mr. 
Perkins  mover  article  be  accepted  as  read  ( Without  amend- 
ment) Seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  13.  Shall  the  Town  of  Nottingham  spend 
the  funds  received  thru  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 
Program  (State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972) 
in  the  amount  of  $2,700.00  to  purchase  the  plot  of  land, 
consisting  of  2.9  acres,  located  across  from  Town  Hall 
and  adjacent  to  Highway  Dept.  Garage  as  shown  on 
Plan  2363  surveyed  by  True  Chesley. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Douglas  McDonald  article  be  accepted  as 
read.  Seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  ii  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  income  from  a  Trust  Fund  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00 
upon  the  death  of  Eleanor  G.  Willis,  the  life  beneficiary, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  3A  of  the  Will  of 
the  late  Charlotte  Blaisdell,  formerly  of  Nottingham,  the 
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income  from  said  Trust  Fund  to  be  paid  to  the  Library 
Trustees,  and  expended  by  the  Library  Trustees  for  gen- 
eral Library  purposes. 

Moved  by  Mary  Louise  Fernald  article  be  accepted  as 
read.  Seconded  and  Passed. 

ARTICLE  15.  Shall  the  Town  of  Nottingham  spend 
the  Funds  received  through  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 
Program,  (State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972) 
in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00  to  clear  the  plot  of  land  described 
in  article  13,  and  to  provide  a  paved  access  driveway  and 
Town  parking  lot  on  said  land.  Moved  by  Richard  Bengtson 
Article  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  16.  Shall  the  Town  of  Nottingham  spend 
the  funds  received  thru  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 
Program  (State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972)  in  the 
amount  of  $2,500.00  to  provide  a  septic  system  and  well 
on  the  plot  of  land  as  described  in  Article  13,  the  septic 
system  and  well  to  be  for  the  Town  Library.  This  article 
amended  to  read  "money  appropriated  for  well  and  septic 
system  without  specific  plot  of  land."  Amended  article 
moved  to  be  accepted  as  read,  seconded  and  passed. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide 
Social  Security  Coverage  for  its  employees.  Article  moved, 
seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,200.00  to  purchase  a  microfilm  reader 
seamier. 

This  article  was  discussed  fully  as  to  price,  place,  etc. 
and  moved  by  Mary  Louise  Fernald  article  be  accepted  as 
read.  Seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $840.00  for  1973  Town  Membership 
Dues  to  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission.  This 
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article  was  discussed  and  fully  explained  by  Mr.  David 
Colby.  Moved  by  Peter  Witham  article  be  accepted  as 
read.  Seconded  and  Passed. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  Protection  Hats  and  Coats 
to  be  used  by  the  Fire  Dept.  Moved,  seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  Taxes.  Moved 
by  Mr.  Donald  Perkins,  article  be  accepted  as  read,  Sec- 
onded and  passed. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  thru  Tax  Collectors 
Deeds  and  Surplus  equipment,  at  Public  Auction,  and 
after  being  offered  at  Public  Auction,  to  sell  remaining 
property  at  Private  Sale.  Moved,  seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  Transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  Meeting.  It  was  voted  to  send  out 
a  calendar  of  events  to  residents  the  first  week  of  January 
1974  and  to  have  future  newly  elected  officers  sworn  in 
after  Town  Meeting. 

The  use  of  the  Town  Beach  was  thoroughly  discussed, 
its  use  by  non-residents  and  taxpayers  and  it  was  voted  to 
have  stickers  made  for  use  by  residents,  summer  residents 
and  property  owners.  These  stickers  to  be  used  for  Town 
Dump  also.  Stickers  to  be  handled  by  Selectmen.  Mr. 
Bengston  moved  Meeting  adjourn. 

The  Leash  Law  was  discussed.  It  was  also  suggested  to 
hold  one  or  two  public  forums  during  the  year  to  help 
Selectmen  determine  the  wishes  of  the  Towns  people  on 
local  matters.  Mary  Louise  Fernald  moved  meeting  adjourn, 
seconded  and  passed. 

A  special  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Nottingham  took 
place  at  the  Town  Hall  on  June  8,  1973  at  8:00  pm.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
from  Recycling  &  Conservation  Inc.  of  Kittery,  Maine,  the 
sum  of  $25,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  solid 
Waste  Disposal  Plant  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
spend  the  same. 

Moved  by  Mary  Louise  Fernald  Article  be  accepted  as 
read,  seconded  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  following  Town  Ordinance  to  be  effective  January  1, 
1974.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  feel  the  year  1973  was  exceptionally  eventful  for  the 
Town  of  Nottingham.  Along  with  regular  town  business, 
the  following  objectives  have  been  met: 

In  May,  the  Selectmen  signed  a  contract  with  O'Donnell 
Associates  of  Topsham,  Maine  to  make  a  tax  map  of  the 
town.  Work  on  this  project  is  well  under  way  and  planned 
for  ccompletion  in  January  1975. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  June,  it  was  voted  to 
develop  a  solid  waste  management  system.  With  a  contri- 
bution of  $25,000.00  from  Recycling  &  Conservation,  Inc., 
of  Kittery,  Maine,  along  with  hundreds  of  cost  free  man- 
hours,  and  with  the  help  of  many  resourceful  citizens  of 
the  town,  we  have  enacted  this  program.  Construction 
of  the  system  came  under  the  budget  proposed  to  the  town 
in  June  1973.  We  do  not  expect  this  program  to  pay  for 
itself  in  1974,  but  forsee  a  significant  cost  reduction  as  the 
program  continues. 

Our  dump  site  was  surveyed  and  found  to  contain  40 
acres.  This  survey  was  necessitated  by  the  State's  failure 
to  approve  a  land  fill  area  at  our  present  dump,  and  to 
locate  a  site  for  our  new  recycling  plant.  The  timber  on 
the  dump  property  was  put  out  for  bid  and  sold  to  J.E.F.F. 
Co.  of  Nottingham. 

In  May,  a  library  construction  committee  was  formed. 
With  a  gift  of  $30,000  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Charlotte 
Blaisdell  of  Nottingham,  and  a  donation  of  $3,000.00  to  be 
received  from  the  Nottingham  Historical  Society,  the  new 
town  library  is  now  a  reality. 

In  August,  we  decided  to  improve  and  strengthen  the 
town 's  insurance  coverage.  By  consolidating  existing  policies 
into  one  ' '  blanket ' '  policy,  the  town  now  has  greater  cover- 
age on  all  town  owned  property  at  an  improved  cost.  Bids 
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were  received  from  three  agencies.  As  of  January  1,  1974, 
the  Perkins  Agency  is  holder  of  the  blanket  policy. 

The  upstairs  room  in  the  Town  Hall  was  rejuvenated 
with  paint  and  heat. 

The  Selectmen  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Paw- 
tuckaway  Lake  Association.  We  answered  many  questions 
these  summer  residents  have  about  the  town. 

The  Walters  Snow  Fighter  truck  was  sold  to  the  highest 
bidder  after  being  deemed  economically  irrepairable. 

A  list  was  compiled  of  all  dog  owners  who  did  not  obtain 
licenses  for  their  dogs.  This  list  was  submitted  to  the  Police 
Department  which  was  suppose  to  request,  in  person,  that 
the  owners  correct  the  dog's  standing.  The  police  Depart- 
ment failed  to  follow  through  in  this  matter. 

The  Town  Honor  Roll  Bid  was  awarded  to  John  Cole 
of  Exeter  as  low  bidder.  The  stone  has  been  designed,  built, 
and  awaits  installation  this  Spring. 

Letters  have  been  sent  out  to  property  owners  concerning 
junk  cars.  Most  have  cooperated  and  removed  them  within 
the  designated  time. 

As  special  objectives  for  1975,  the  Selectmen  would  like 
to  see: 

A.  Improvement  on  existing  town  tarred  roads  and  camp 
roads. 

B.  Establishment  of  a  year  round  recreational  program 
for  children. 

C.  More  improvement  made  in  the  area  of  documenta- 
tion and  record  keeping  on  all  town  activities. 

D.  Establishment  of  a  regular  program  for  keeping  the 
citizens  informed  on  town  affairs. 

E.  The  Town  Hall  restoration  program  finished. 
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This  year  the  town  report  lists  all  gross  property  tax 
assessments  for  1973.  Although  it  was  not  voted  by  the 
Town  to  do  this,  we  feel  that  it  should  set  a  precedent  for 
future  reports  so  that  in  the  final  analysis,  the  tax  assess- 
ments for  all  are  just. 

With  regret,  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  John  W. 
Clark  in  April  due  to  ill  health.  We  thank  Mr.  Clark  for 
his  contribution  to  the  town  throughout  his  years  as 
Selectman. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the 
town  and  especially  the  committees  who  served  so  willingly 
to  help  the  Selectmen.

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1973 

The  winter  was  mild,  with  few  snow  storms.  Because  of 
a  quick  thaw,  the  Spring  months  brought  very  muddy  roads. 
An  estimated  2,000  yards  of  gravel  were  applied  to  all  dirt 
roads;  to  put  them  in  passable  condition.  Grading  was  done 
on  these  same  roads. 

During  the  Summer  months,  bankings  on  the  following 
roads  were  cut  back  to  improve  drainage:  Stevens  Hill 
Road,  at  Mrs.  Hickey's;  Flutter  Street,  Ledge  Farm  Road, 
Hall  Road,  at  Steve  Chase;  Cooper  Hill  Road,  and  the 
McCrillis  Road,  below  the  Alfred  Fernald  Bridge.  A  guard 
rail  was  put  up  along  North  River,  on  the  McCrillis  Road. 

Brush  was  cut  at  the  entrances  of  the  Pond  Roads,  and 
other  roads  for  better  visability  at  these  approaches. 

The  following  roads  were  seal  coated:  Stepping  Stone 
Road,  Smoke  Street,  Flutter  Street  and  from  152  on  the 
Dump  Road  to  Gebig  School. 

The  T.R.A.  monies  were  spent  cutting  the  bankings  on 
Smoke  Street  from  Route  4:  2,500  feet.  The  distance  was 
also  graveled.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented 
in  every  town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the 
forest  fire  warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain 
the  written  permission  of  the  fire  warden.  Except  for  cook- 
ing fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00 
P.M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  industrial  burn  or  it  is 
raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the 
District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  Department  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important 
part  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show 
the  need  with  72%  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris 
burning  and  children.  Smokey  the  Bear  is  an  important 
prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs  much  help  from  the  public. 
Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the  hazards  of  playing 
with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that  a  lighted  match 
held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential  forest  fire.

The  past  year  has  been  uneventful  with  only  the  usual 
building  permits  and  many  small  two  or  three  lot  subdivi- 
sions. 

During  the  summer  the  Planning  Board  changed  its  meet- 
ing place  to  the  Town  Hall.  The  upstairs  room  has  been 
renovated  and  gives  the  Board  a  permanent  place  for  files, 
plans,  etc.  The  meetings  are  still  the  third  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  8  p.m. 

The  Board  has  posted  and  held  two  public  hearings  on 
proposed  changes  to  the  zoning  regulations.  Although  the 
first  hearing  was  held  as  requested  by  you,  the  voters,  on 
the  first  Friday  in  December,  still  no  one  other  than  the 
Board  members  and  the  building  inspector,  came  to  the 
hearing. 

There  still  exists  some  doubt  as  to  whom  to  contact  to 
receive  information  concerning  zoning  and  subdivision 
regulations.  All  the  regulations  are  available  at  the  Town 
Hall  or  from  Planning  Board  members.  A  request  during  a 
Planning  Board  meeting  or  a  telephone  call  to  a  member 
will  get  you  the  information.  It  is  important  to  you  and  to 
us  that  you  contact  the  Planning  Board  when  you  are  plan- 
ning to  build  or  subdivide.  Many  times  there  are  possible 
problems,  needed  approvals,  or  regulations  that  you  would 
not  be  aware  of  until  you  read  the  zoning  and  subdivision 
booklets  and/ or  talked  to  the  Planning  Board.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  the  past  year  the  Conservation  Commission 
cleared  land  to  make  room  for  sand  that  was  put  down  to 
enlarge  the  beach  area  and  improve  the  existing  beach. 
Logs  and  other  materials  were  obtained  to  make  a  barrier 
in  compliance  with  State  Laws  to  make  the  swimming  area 
safe  from  motor  boats.  Acceptable  measures  are  still  being 
looked  into  to  keep  cars  off  the  beach. 

The  Conservation  Commission  was  encouraged  by  the 
designation  of  Poor  Farm  Road  and  Ledge  Farm  Road  as 
Scenic  Roads  and  is  looking  at  Gile,  Kennard,  Mitchell, 
Stevens  Hill,  and  Case  Roads  for  approval  at  the  next  Town 
Meeting. 

The  Commission  is  presently  doing  research  on  Class  Six 
Poads  for  recreational  purposes. 

Some  of  the  other  things  the  Commission  did  in  the  past 
year  was  mark  trees  for  saving  at  the  Library  Site,  re- 
sponded to  owners  requests  to  look  over  land  for  best  use 
in  watershed  areas,  planted  trees  and  tulip  bulbs,  and  is 
working  on  compiling  a  list  of  open  lands. 

The  State  Legislature  has  given  Conservation  Commis- 
sions the  power  to  hold  Public  Hearings  on  proposed 
Dredge  and  Fill  operations  if  the  Commission  feels  it  is 
necessary. 

The  Conservation  Commission  members  wish  to  thank 
everyone  in  Town  who  helped  with  the  various  Commission 
Projects. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  fourth  Tuesday 
of  each  month.  Visitors  are  always  welcome.

The  following  report  of  activities  is  hereby  submitted  by 
the  Nottingham  Chief  of  Police  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1973. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Officers 
William  Pevear  and  Gary  Chase  for  their  faithful  service 
throughout  the  past  year. 

During  the  past  year  we  received  one  mobile  radio  and  a 
base  radio  through  the  third  phase  of  the  Governors  Com- 
mission on  Crime  and  Delinquency.  We  also  purchased  two 
sets  of  blue  lights  and  roof  racks  to  replace  the  ones  we 
had  as  they  were  worn  out. 

If  you  are  unable  to  reach  any  officer  at  his  home,  you 
may  call  772-4716  or  1-800-582-7177  which  is  a  toll  free 
number,  and  they  will  contact  us  by  radio.  This  saves  a 
great  deal  of  time  and  in  case  of  an  emergency  you  can 
always  be  sure  of  immediate  assistance. 

In  the  year  1973  we  answered  395  complaints. 

There  were  31  automobile  accidents  investigated,  also  30 
breaks,  10  vandalism  cases,  2  stolen  automobiles  and  2 
stolen  snowmachines.  There  were  10  missing  or  lost  persons 
and  5  death  messages  were  delivered. 

We  worked  with  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police  on 
narcotics  in  Nottingham  and  the  surrounding  area  and 
attended  court  regularly. 

A  total  of  1749  actual  man  hours  were  used  in  providing 
police  coverage  to  the  town  during  the  year  and  a  total  of 
20,841  miles  were  traveled  in  the  performance  of  police 
duties.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL 

January  1,  1973  thru  December  31,  1973 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  became  of  age  during 
the  past  year.  The  organization  has  separated  from  the 
Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center  and  is  now  an  independ- 
ent certified  Home  Health  agency  supplying  comprehen- 
sive health  services  to  its  member  towns.  In  March,  the 
towns  of  Farmington  and  Milton  voted  to  join  the  Rural 
District  Health  Council,  so  the  number  of  people  covered 
by  the  organization  was  expanded  to  14,257.  The  Board  of 
Directors  voted  to  move  the  office  from  Portsmouth  to 
Farmington  and  this  was  accomplished  on  April  15,  1973. 

As  a  result  of  expansion  and  relocation,  our  staff  has 
grown  to  six  nurses,  a  physical  therapist  and  a  secretary- 
bookkeeper.  The  staff  nurses  employed  by  the  agency  in- 
clude Mrs.  Cynthia  Blood,  Agency  Supervisor;  Miss  Arlene 
Thorne  who  has  worked  faithfully  and  tirelessly  since  the 
program  was  initiated;  Mrs.  Ardala  Houle  who  is  now 
coordinating  patient  referrals  in  the  area  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes,  and  also  coordinates  the  Well  Child  Clinics; 
Mrs.  Barbara  Drew  who  is  well-known  in  Farmington  where 
she  has  been  the  visiting  nurse  for  many  years;  Mrs.  Myrtle 
Walsh  of  Milton  who  has  been  active  in  nursing  in  the  area 
and  joined  the  staff  on  May  1st;  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Myers  of 
Deerfield,  a  newcomer  to  the  area  who  has  had  previous 
visiting  nurse  experience.  Mrs.  Kathleen  Hansen,  a  regis- 
tered physical  therapist,  has  a  fine  varied  background  in  her 
field.  Mrs.  Norma  Davis  is  a  very  capable  secretary-book- 
keeper who  handles  much  of  the  office  detail. 

The  value  of  home  care  becomes  increasingly  evident  as 
indicated  by  the  size  of  the  morbidity  case  load.  Three  Well 
Child  Clinics  are  held  monthly  with  several  extra  clinics 
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scheduled  throughout  the  year.  These  are  sponsored  by  the 
Council  in  cooperation  with  the  N.H.  State  Department  of 
Public  Health.  An  addition  to  the  clinic  program  this  year 
was  a  Dental  clinic  for  children  from  3  to  6  years  who  were 
enrolled  in  the  Well  Child  clinics.  This  was  possible  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  N.H.  Bureau  of  Dental  Public  Health, 
Division  of  Public  Health.  A  total  of  227  children  partici- 
pated in  this  program. 

The  Strafford  County  Prenatal  and  Family  Planning 
Clinic  has  expanded  its  area  of  coverage  and  the  Rural 
District  Health  Council  works  very  closely  with  this  group 
making  home  visits  to  all  of  the  patients  from  the  area 
enrolled  in  the  clinic.  The  Council  is  also  involved  with  the 
Exeter  Area  Family  Planning  Clinic. 

The  Seacoast  Regional  Counseling  Center  in  Portsmouth 
has  developed  an  Aftercare  Program  for  Rockingham 
County  to  do  follow-up  for  patients  being  seen  at  the  Center 
and  also  patients  being  discharged  from  the  N.H.  State 
Hospital.  The  Rural  District  Health  Council  provides  the 
nursing  care  for  patients  being  treated  from  member  towns. 
The  Strafford  Guidance  Center  is  currently  planning  a 
similar  program  for  Strafford  County  and  the  Council  is 
represented  on  the  planning  committee  for  this  service. 

The  Council  is  represented  on  a  steering  committee  plan- 
ning for  Homemaker-Home  Health  Aids  services  for  Straf- 
ford County.  It  is  hoped  this  much  needed  service  will  be 
available  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  worked  in  cooperation 
with  the  Milton  Community  Health  Service  in  providing 
Tuberculosis  screening,  Hearing  and  Vision  screening,  and 
Diabetic  screening  which  were  well  received  by  area 
people. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  has  been  supported  by 
the  funds  contributed  by  the  member  towns  at  an  annual 
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rate  of  $1.00  per  capita,  state  grants  and  fees  for  service.

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LIBRARY  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  following  people  were  asked  to  serve  on  this  com- 
mittee: Eleanor  Russell,  Frederick  Forte,  Richard  Bengston, 
Joseph  Davis,  Robert  Carlson  and  T.  Ann  York.  They  were 
to  work  with  the  three  selectmen  Philip  Fernald,  Peter 
Witham  and  Roger  Bevins,  in  complying  with  the  will  of 
the  late  Charlotte  Blaisdell,  who  bequeathed  the  Town  of 
Nottingham,  N.  H.  ( $30,000.00 )  Thirty  thousand  dollars 
to  build  a  Town  Library.  Also  asked  to  attend  meetings 
were  Library  Trustees  Florence  Kelsey  and  Janice  Chase. 

The  committee  held  approximately  fourteen  meetings  dur- 
ing the  last  year.  The  first  meeting  was  held  January  24, 
1973,  at  which  Robert  Carlson  was  elected  chairman  and 
T.  Ann  York  secretary.  This  was  the  beginning  of  many  long 
hours  spent  deciding  where  to  pick  a  site  to  acquire  the  land 
of  the  site,  to  pick  a  location  on  the  site,  to  choose  type 
style  and  size  of  the  building. 

Finally  bids  were  sent  out  in  September  1973  and  opened 
Sept.  19,  1973.  Five  bids  were  received  as  follows: 

1.  Pepin  Bros.  Construction  Co.,  Concord,  N.H.  $82,098.00 

2.  A  E.  Bowels,  Dover,  N.H.  69,627.00 

3.  Pat-Andy  Construction  Co.,  Rochester,  N.H.  61,299.15 

4.  Henry  E.  Bourbeau  Inc.,  Manchester,  N.H.  57,300.00 

5.  Greenville  Construction,  Milford,  N.H.  55,890.00 

All  bids  were  way  over  the  amount  we  had  available.  We 
decided  to  meet  with  the  low  bidder,  Greenville  Con- 
struction of  Milford,  N.H.  to  see  what  could  be  done.  The 
size  of  the  building  had  to  be  cut  and  all  of  the  inside  fur- 
nishings eliminated.  The  price  now  was  $35,312.00  We  were 
still  short  of  funds,  including  the  interest  we  had  received 
on  the  original  $30,000.00.  Many  thanks  to  the  Nottingham 
Historical  Society  who  came  to  our  aid  and  donated 
$3,000.00. 
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A  contract  was  signed  November  15,  1973  with  Green- 
ville Construction  of  Milford,  New  Hampshire. 

The  building  is  now  reaching  completion  and  we  hope 
will  be  opened  in  the  near  future.  Funds  are  still  needed 
for  stacks  and  furnishings.  We  have  asked  for  money  in  this 
year's  budget.  An  affirmative  vote  from  you,  the  towns- 
people is  badly  needed  and  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Many  thanks  to  the  committee  for  their  time  and  fine 
cooperation.

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STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING 
COMMISSION  -  ANNUAL  REPORT  1973 

The  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  (RPC)  was 
created  in  agreement  among  the  cities  of  Dover,  Somers- 
worth,  and  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  in  1968.  The  Town  of 
Durham  joined  the  Commission  in  1969,  followed  by  Mad- 
bury  in  1970,  Newmarket  in  1971,  Lee  in  1972,  and  Notting- 
ham in  1973.  The  Towns  of  Barrington,  Farmington,  Middle- 
ton,  Milton,  New  Durham,  Strafford,  and  the  City  of  Roch- 
ester are  not  dues-paying  members.  The  geographic  area  of 
these  15  towns  and  cities  as  450  square  miles,  with  a  1970 
population  of  76,924. 

The  structure  of  the  S  RPC  provides  for  coordination  and 
integration  of  multiple  Local,  State,  and  Federal  programs. 
The  Commission  is  established  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
36:  45-53,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes,  Annotated. 
Governor  Walter  Peterson,  in  May  of  1972,  issued  Executive 
Order  #15,  establishing  a  system  of  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment Regions,  which  combined  the  previous  17  Planning 
Regions  into  6  regions.  A  special  committee  composed  of 
representatives  from  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Com- 
mission, the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  Commission, 
and  the  Southern  Rockingham  District  Commission  have 
been  meeting  regularly  in  order  to  suggest  methods  to  com- 
ply with  Executive  Order  #15. 

Some  of  the  major  work  efforts  for  the  1973  Calendar  year 
include: 

-  The  hiring  of  two  fulltime  professionals  who  carry  out 
the  work  brought  before  them  by  the  Commissioners. 

-  Review  and  evaluation  of  fourteen  (14)  applications  of 
towns,  cities  or  agencies,  representing  eight  million,  four 
hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand,  one  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  dollars  ($8,424,159.00)  through  the  S.R.P.C. 
Notification  and  Review  ( A-95  System ) . 
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-  Increasing  cooperation  with  the  Southeastern  and  South- 
ern Rockingham  Regional  Planning  Commission  as  evi- 
denced by: 

-  Publication  of  the  Tax-Mapping  Guide,  which  provides 
background  material  for  Town  and  City  officials,  on  which 
they  can  base  their  decisions  relative  to  the  subject  of 
Tax-Mapping. 

-  Preparation  of  a  Regional  Housing  Study,  which  consists 
of  an  inventory  of  housing  availability  and  potential  de- 
mand, including  an  examination  of  legal  factors  and  atti- 
tudes which  affect  housing  supply. 

-  Preparation  of  a  Regional  land  use  plan  which  should 
serve  as  a  guide  for  local,  county,  and  other  public  officials 
in  their  long-range  planning,  and  in  their  day-to-day 
management  activities. 

-  Suggested  revisions  to  the  Building  Code  and  prepared 
a  revised  Subdivision  Ordinance  for  the  Town  of  Notting- 
ham. 

-  Prepared  a  population,  housing,  and  land  use  analysis  for 
the  Town  of  Newmarket  to  use  in  their  Town  Plan. 

Financial  support  for  the  Commission  is  divided  approxi- 
mately equally  between  local  member  communities  and  the 
Federal  Government.  The  audit  for  FY  74  was  not  com- 
pleted in  time  to  be  included  in  the  printed  report.  The 
auditor's  report  will  be  available  at  the  Regional  Plan- 
ning Office  for  inspection  by  any  interested  citizen  dur- 
ing office  hours.  More  detailed  reports  of  the  past  year's 
activities  and  expenditures  and  the  anticipated  plan  of  work 
and  budget  for  Fiscal  1975  are  available  at  the  Commission 
office  in  Dover. 

One  of  the  goals  for  1974  is  to  have  more  citizen  partici- 
pation in  the  planning  process.  Your  Commissioners  wel- 
come any  inquiries.

In  addition  to  the  above,  Nottingham  is  cooperating  with 
Northwood,  Strafford,  and  Barrington  in  taking  part  in  a 
learning  disabilities  program  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act,  Title  I.  A  coop- 
erative committee  has  developed  and  is  operating  a  pro- 
gram for  the  learning  disabled  child  in  the  above  districts. 
Two  certified  teachers,  Mrs.  Anne  B.  Grabowski  and  Miss 
Charlene  Davis,  have  been  employed  to  work  with  these 
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children.  In  addition,  the  committee  has  recently  authorized 
the  employment  of  a  speech  clinician,  Mrs.  Margaret 
Demers.

Another  matter  of  importance  to  the  voters  of  the  district 
is  the  possible  effect  of  recent  legislation  on  the  operations 
of  the  district.  To  this  end,  a  brief  review  of  new  laws  and 
changes  which  are  of  significance  is  presented. 

Legislation  having  to  do  with  handicapped  children.  The 
school  district  has  been  made  responsible  for  the  education 
of  handicapped  children  from  the  time  of  birth  until  these 
children  reach  the  age  of  twenty-one.  Previously,  it  was 
responsible  only  after  the  child  reached  age  five.  The  tuition

liability  for  these  children  is  limited  to  the  state  average 
cost,  although  current  advice  indicates  that  the  district  may 
pay  more  should  it  wish  to  do  so.  Districts  are  liable  for 
transportation  when  a  handicapped  child  reaches  age  four. 
Since  handicapped  children  are  learning  disabled  to  a 
greater  or  less  degree,  the  statutes  now  permit  the  employ- 
ment by  districts  of  learning  disabilities  teachers,  the  certi- 
fication requirements  of  these  teachers  having  been  estab- 
lished by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Another  handicap 
which  has  been  much  in  the  news  is  that  of  children  with 
kidney  disease.  A  law  has  been  passed  to  make  the  state 
responsible  for  the  payment  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
children  with  end  stage  kidney  disease. 

Legislation  which  has  an  effect  on  school  finances  in 
general.  A  number  of  districts  in  the  state  have  reconsidered 
rejected  bond  issues  immediately  upon  their  defeat.  This 
is  no  longer  possible  because  at  least  seven  days  must 
elapse  before  a  vote  of  reconsideration  may  be  taken,  and 
notice  of  the  reconsideration  must  be  published  in  a  news- 
paper at  least  two  days  before  the  new  vote.  Each  school, 
if  it  does  not  already,  must  make  a  lunch  or  breakfast  avail- 
able for  pupils.  No  waiver  beyond  September  30,  1979  will 
be  granted.  This  could  cost  money  for  equipment  or  facili- 
ties, as  well  as  labor.  Even  though  the  dual  enrollment  pro- 
gram has  been  pretty  well  defeated  by  court  actions,  the 
child  benefit  program  has  not  been  ruled  out,  and  a  number 
of  new  benefits,  such  as  driver  education  programs,  educa- 
tional television,  lunch  programs,  have  been  made  eligible. 
In  order  to  place  the  sweepstakes  program  on  a  fiscal  year, 
rather  than  a  calendar  year  basis,  sweepstakes  benefits  will 
be  paid  in  September,  instead  of  December.  The  first  year 
of  this  operation  will  reduce  the  payment  by  one  third,  as 
a  result  as  only  eight  months,  not  twelve,  will  have  elapsed. 
If  a  foster  child  is  placed  by  a  state  agency  in  a  district 
other  than  the  child's  original  home,  the  new  district  will 
receive  a  sum  of  money,  presently  $200.00,  toward  the  pay- 
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rnent  for  the  child's  education.  When  students  attend  a 
vocational  program  in  an  AREA  vocational  high  school, 
such  as  Dover  Vocational,  which  is  not  the  usual  high 
school  for  the  district,  districts  which  do  not  maintain  high 
schools  will  be  responsible  for  tuition  up  to  the  amount  the 
high  school  of  regular  attendance,  or  the  state  average  cost, 
whichever  is  higher.  In  the  past,  districts  which  tuitioned 
high  school  students  to  other  districts  have  been  responsible 
for  tuition  only  up  to  the  state  average  cost.  Under  the  new 
law,  districts  must  be  responsible  for  whatever  the  receiving 
public  high  school  charges,  unless  there  is  a  contract  calling 
for  a  different  payment.  The  state  average  for  high  schools 
this  year  is  $931.00,  but  some  high  schools  in  the  state 
charge  as  much  as  $1,200.00  for  tuition,  the  difference  being 
the  responsibility  of  the  parents. 

Additional  programs  which  the  schools  must  provide.  The 
legislature  added  two  more  programs  which  school  districts 
must  include  in  the  school  curriculum.  One  is  a  mandate  to 
provide  instruction  in  the  venereal  diseases,  which  have 
become  epidemic  in  New  Hampshire,  and  the  other  is  to 
provide  instruction  in  nutrition  education  to  be  incorporated 
in  the  regular  course  of  instruction. 

Legislation  effecting  the  operations  of  school  boards  and 
districts.  Under  the  "right  to  know"  law,  any  official  who 
refuses  a  citizen  access  to  a  public  document  is  personally 
liable  for  attorney's  fees  if  a  court  order  supports  the  citi- 
zen. School  districts  may  adopt  the  absentee  ballot  when 
the  Australian  ballot  is  in  use  in  that  district,  but  if  adopted, 
candidates  must  file  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  election. 
This  requires  an  article  in  the  warrant.  Immunity  from 
civil  suit  has  been  granted  to  school  board  members  for 
action  taken  in  a  legal  school  board  meeting.  A  school  dis- 
trict may  vote  at  a  district  meeting  to  indemnify  any  official 
employed  by  it  while  acting  in  his/her  official  capacity  for 
loss  or  damages  resulting  to  them  personally.  The  District 
shall  indemnify  its  employees  and  officers  acting  in  their 
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official  capacities  when  a  suit  involving  civil  rights  is  in- 
volved. The  district  may  purchase  insurance  to  cover  its 
expenses  in  the  actions  mentioned  above.  There  must  be  a 
warrant  article  to  cover  this  expense  if  the  district  decides 
to  purchase  insurance. 

There  were,  of  course,  other  actions  taken  by  the  legisla- 
ture, some  of  which  effect  all  districts,  and  some  of  which 
effected  particular  districts,  but,  it  appears  that  those  of 
general  interest  have  been  summarized  above. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  we  have  received  from  the  citizens,  the 
school  board  members,  the  pupils,  and  the  staff.

With  the  school  population  constantly  growing,  the 
School  Board  is  striving  to  keep  abreast  of  the  rising  needs 
of  the  student  body  and  faculty. 

Our  entire  staff  of  teachers  plus  another  full  time  addi- 
tion returned  to  Nottingham  this  year  and  continue  to  pro- 
duce their  outstanding  skills  in  making  our  school  one  the 
town  can  be  proud  of. 

This  past  school  year  has  seen  the  initiation  of  a  learning 
disabilities  program  under  the  Title  I  Special  Services  Pro- 
gram to  help  those  students  with  learning  problems.  Pro- 
grams in  music,  art  and  speech  have  lent  themselves  to  the 
betterment  of  the  school  program  as  a  whole. 

Hot  topping  of  the  school  yard,  rejuvination  and  place- 
ment of  equipment  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  children  has 
been  completed. 

A  health  program  for  our  students  in  personal  hygiene 
and  nutrition  has  been  introduced  in  our  school  this  year  in 
cooperation  with  the  school  nurse. 

Transportation  difficulties  in  busing  of  students  to  Great 
Bay  School  has  been  resolved  with  the  contracting  of  a 
qualified  registered  nurse  who  transports  those  in  attend- 
ance at  Great  Bay. 

Once  again  the  Board  has  made  arrangements  for  a  con- 
tract with  Dover  High  School  for  the  attendance  of  our  high 
school  students  next  year. 

The  effect  of  the  energy  crisis  has  been  felt  by  all  of  us. 
The  Board  is  glad  to  report  that  the  school  is  doing  its  part 
to  conserve  on  heat  and  days  off  will  be  called  in  extremely 
cold  weather  in  order  to  help  defray  the  high  cost  of  heat- 
ing oil. 
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The  Nottingham  School  Board  continues  to  strive  in  its 
endeavers  to  serve  in  the  best  interest  of  the  community  for 
educational  progress.

The  Nottingham  Elementary  School  has  progressed  and 
changed  with  the  growing  needs  of  the  school  and  com- 
munity. The  1973  school  year  brought  with  it  improvement, 
and  repairs,  as  a  direct  result  of  the  schools  growth. 

Each  classroom  received  a  metal  storage  cabinet.  Three 
new  tables  were  added  in  order  that  each  room  would  have 
one  to  be  used  for  reading,  displays,  etc.  The  art  teacher 
received  a  cart  which  enables  her  to  wheel  supplies  from 
room  to  room. 

The  playground  equipment  was  moved  to  the  far  end  of 
the  new  wing.  At  that  time,  we  also  replaced  the  swing 
seats  and  purchased  a  bicycle  rack.  Two  basketball  back- 
stops were  provided  for  the  older  children  and  it  might  be 
added  here,  that  they  were  thoroughly  enjoyed  until  the 
first  snow. 

A  learning  disabilities  teacher  has  been  added  to  our 
staff.  She  is  with  us  three  days  a  week  and  provides  a  much 
needed  service  to  the  school,  in  that  she  deals  with  the 
special  learning  problems  that  might  otherwise  be  over- 
looked. 

We  also  have  the  services  of  a  speech  clinician  one  day  a 
week. 

The  administration  appreciates  the  work  done  by  all  dur- 
ing 1973.  We  hope  to  continue  along  the  same  lines  endea- 
voring to  meet  the  needs  of  a  rapidly  growing  community 
and  maintaining  a  cooperative  effort  aimed  at  educating 
children.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  year  1972-1973,  the  routine  Health  Program 
was  carried  out.  Each  student  received  a  Audio  and  a  Visual 
Screening.  Each  received  a  general  physical  examination. 
Parents  were  notified  of  an  existing  problem,  if  such  was 
found. 

The  immunization  records  of  grades  1-6  were  brought  up 
to  date,  under  the  recommendations  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health.  Clinics  were  held  in  March  and 
June,  with  Dr.  Sylvia  Kennedy,  of  the  Exeter  Clinic  staff  in 
attendence,  assisted  by  the  Nurses  from  the  Rural  District 
Health  Council.  Immunizations  were  as  follows: 

1.  Measles  Vaccine 

2.  Oral  Trivalent  Polio  Vaccine 

3.  Diphtheria,  Pertussis  &  Tetanus 

4.  Rubella 

All  school  personnel  and  employees  were  given  T.  B.  test 
as  authorized  by  the  State  Tuberculosis  Health  Department. 

Health  Education  films  were  shown  on  Dental  Care,  Nu- 
trition, Physical  Fitness  and  good  grooming.  The  Girls  in 
grade  5  were  shown  the  film,  "The  Story  of  Menstruation. ' ' 

Referrals  were  made  to  the  following: 

1.  Exeter  Clinic 

2.  Rural  District  Health  Council 

3.  New  Hampshire  State  Welfare 

4.  New  Hampshire  State  for  Visually  Handicapped 

5.  Exeter  School  Counselling  Service 

6.  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center 

Counselling  and  Testing  Service 
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Home  visits  were  made  when  indicated.
